Ancestors and Children of Andrew Challeen 


Listing 11 ancestors for 4 generations. 


GENERATION NO. 1 


1. Andrew (Andersson) CHALLEEN ° was born 7 Jan 1833 at Rélanda, Älvsborg, Dalsland, 


Sweden. He was the son of 2.Anders ANDERSSON and 3.Maria AHLSDOTTER. Andrew 
Sed 1883 at Rush Point, Chisago, MN, and was buried 1883 at Rush Point, Chisago, MN. 
He married Anna Fredrika PETERSDOTTER * 15 Feb 1861 at Rölanda, Älvsborg, Dalsland, 
Sweden. She was born 28 Oct 1830 at Rölanda, Älvsborg, Dalsland, Sweden, the daughter 
of Peter JONSSON and Ellika Regina JANSDOTTER. Anna died 30 Apr 1923 at Pine City, 
Pine, MN, and was buried 2 May 1923 at Rush Point, Chisago, MN. 


They had 3 children:

Andrew Challeen was bor in the farm-village of Högen in Rolanda parish. Witnesses at his baptism were Peter 
‘Simonson and Kjerstin Ahisdotter. Anders was the third of five children. Katrina, Nils, Anna Greta and Jonas were his 
siblings. Anders’ father died in 1840. His mother remarried to the widower, Andreas Jansson, in 1843. She went to live 
with him in the farm-village of Lurketorp, bringing along some of her children, including Andrew. His mother had one 
child, Magnus, in this second marriage. Andrew married Anna Fredrika Pettersdotter (who was Magnus Challeen’s 
cousin) and they lived at Lurketorp for awhile where a daughter, Ericka Christine was born in 1861, Than in 1862 they 
moved to the parish of Dals-Ed where a son, Andrew Magnus, was born in 1863 at the farmlvillage of Södre 
Hokedalen, One other child died in infancy. On 02 April 1869, itis recorded that Andrew left for America, leaving behind 
his wife and children to follow him later. Sometime around 1870, Andrew and his half-brother, Magnus, settled along 
the shores of Rush Lake in Chisago County, MN and began clearing land for their farms. They also took on the new 
surname, Challeen. In the meantime, Anna and the children returned to Rölanda, living in the farm-village of Högen. 
‘They came to America around 1880 to rejoin Andrew. Sadly, they were united again for only 3 years, because Andrew 
Challeen died in 1883 at an age of 50. Young Andrew Magnus (A.M.) had to take on the responsibility of being the 
head of the family at age 20. 


Anna Petersdotter, daughter of Peter Jansson and Ellika Jansdotter, was born in the farm-village of Högen. She 
was Magnus (Andreasson) Challeen's cousin and became the wife of Magnus's half-brother, Andrew (Andersson) 
Challeen. She remained behind with her parents and with her two children when Andrew left for the United States in 
1869. in about 11 years they followed him. The 1880 census for Nessel township lists the children, Andrew Magnus 
and Christine, and does not show Anna since she did not leave Sweden until 17 Sep 1880. Three years later, Andrew 
died. Her son Andrew Magnus took over for his father. Her daughter, Christine, married John Jennings and they farmed 
the property for awhile, Anna residing with them. In 1911, she moved to Pine City to live with son A. M. She died there 
of a stroke in 1923 at the age of 92. 
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
